had  no  jurisdiction. 

Captain  Da^is  was  arrested  when 
the  boat  landed  at  Smith  Land  on  the 
chai-fje  that  li(|uor  had  been  sold 
oboard  the  boat  recently  while  it  was 
landed  there.  He  was  fined  $.jO  and 
asked  the  officers  to  accompany  him 
to  the  boat  so  he  could  execute  bon<l.

Measore  is  Not  in  Accord  With  Republican  Doctrine,  He  Declares— 
Cilb  Mirtiiii  In  Lwktf,  ChI,  llni  wl  ^Kkk  ScImUk.

W'ASHIKGTOX.  D.  C,  April  5.— 
Representative  Langley,  of  the  Tenth 
Kentucky  District,  who  is  taking  a 

leading  part  in  the  tiirht  n(»w  iroiui;  on 
in  the  House  for  a  more  eijuitable 
distribution  ofthe  protective  features 
of  the  Payiie  bill,  made  a  speech  in 
the  House  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  Southern  Republicans,  which  is 
attracting  quite  a  good  deal  of  at- 
teiititm.  He  called  atention  to  the 
fact  thiat  the  leading  industries  of  his 
section  are  either  plai-ed  upon  the 
free  list  or  given  iiia(ie(iuale  |)rotec- 
tion.  He  referred  more  esuee.ially  to 
lumLer,  coal,  iron  ore,  liemp  and  fiuor 
spar,  and  contended  tnat  the  provi- 
sions of  the  bill  regarding  these  in- 
dustries are  not  in  harmony  with  the 
doctrines  of  the  Reiiublic;  n  party  as 
heretofore  expounded  by  the  leaders 
of  that  party. 

He  argued  for  the  i-etention  of  the 
Dingley  duty  of  $2  oil  lumber,  and 
said  that  he  thought  that  this  duty 
should  be  increased  rather  than  de- 
creased if  it  was  the  purpose  of  his 
party  to  give  juoper  i)rolection  to 
lhi>  industry.  His  discussion  of  the 
lumber  (luestion  was  especially  point- 
ed. He  showed  that  it  is  the  sec- 
ond largest  industry  in  the  United 
States  and  more  important  even  than 
the  iron  and  steel  indu'-try,  in  the 
sense  that  the  owner>liip  of  timber  is 
more  diversified.  embraein<r  almost 
every  State  an<l  Tei-ritory  in  tiie  Cii- 
ioii.  and  lliat  therefore  any  legisla- 
tion that  w«Mdd  tend  to  injure  this 
industry  would  injure  a  greater  num- 
ber of  oeople  than  adverse  legisla- 
tion touching  any  other  industry  in 
the  country. 

Opposed  to  Taxing  Tea. 

He  said  that  he  was  unalterably 
o])posed  to  taxing  tea  and  eofBee, 
which  are  two  of  the  necessaries  of 
life,  and  added  that  a  tariff  on  these 
articles  could  only  he  for  the  jnirpose 
>r  i-ai-iiii;  re\('ni:e.  as  they  did  not 
nee.l  protection,  and  declared  that  he 
was  in  1a\oi  ..j  putiinir  jm  additional 
tax  upon  beer  and  whisky  rather  than 
on  those  articles.  He  did  not  say 
that  he  would  vote  against  the  bill, 
but  wanied  the  committee  that  if  the 
hill  .Ideated  it  w<inld  be  due  to 

llie  t'aci  that  it  lia<l  not  bi-en  framed 
in  a«-cordaiice  with  the  Ke|»ubliean 
plaltorni  nor  with  the  traditional 
doctrines  of  the  Republican  party. 

He  criticised  the  contention  that 
raw  materials  should  be  placed  upon 
the  free  list,  and  contended  that 
nuthing  is  raw  material  which  has 
been  touclu'd  by  the  hand  of  labor. 
He  >aid  that  he  had  been  critic-ised 
for  in-i-tii!ir  on  protection  for  the 
industries  of  his  own  section  without 
regard  to  how  it  might  affect  the 
balance  of  the  country,  and  declared 
that  he  regarded  this  as  the  pri- 
a^ary  purpose  of  lepre-scnta tive  gov- 
ernment, and  that  whenever  he  found 
he  wa^  nnable  to  stand,  tirst.  by  thr- 
in(lustrie>  of  his  own  congressional 
district,  for  which  purpose  he  was 
sent  here,  he  would  no  longer  desire 
to  remain  in  Congress 

"1  want  protection."  he  declared, 
''not  only  for  the  indu-liies  of  my 
own  >ection,  but  for  the  industries  of 
any  other  section  in  which  labor  is 
employed.  1  want  protection  not  only 
for  the  m«.:i  whose  bunds  and  faces 
are  .scorched  bci^.^re  the  neething  fires 
of  the  ftnmaees,  not  only  for  the  mm 
who  toil  in  the  valleys,  upori  the  hill- 
sides and  npoi;  t' e  plain--,  ih.i  only 
for  thox'  who  work  >i  the  lactories.  i 
but  likewise  for  those  '  !io  t..il  in  the  I 
damp  and  darkness  oi  thv  -npnl  mines,  I 
and  those  who  endure  tke  m^c^hips 
in  bringing  the  lumber  from  the  aiu^  ^ 
to  the  markef 

Puts  Laugh  on  Payne. 

Mr.  Lanj^ey  created  mnch  laughter 
and  applau.se .  at    the  expense  of 
j  Chairman  Payne  when  he  referred  to 
jthe  snggestion  of  the  latter  in  the

|(d"  one  of  the   Kentucky  mountains 
land  see  the  needs  of  the  balance  of 
the  country,  by  comparing  the  sug- 
gestion to  Satan's  plan  to  induce  the 
Savior  to  abandon  His  mission  upon 
the  earth  wjieu  he  took  Him    up  on 
top  of  a  high  mountain  and  offered 
Him  all  the  kini:di>ins  of  the  world. 

After  cl•itiei^^ing  the  bill  as  diserim- 
inatin^  a^jainst  Sontbern  industries, 
Mr.  Langley  concluded  his  speech  as 
follows: 

*^e  inroads  that  the  'BepuUscan 


party  has  made  in  the  Sonthem 
States  is  due  primarily  to  ihe  fact 
that  the  people  of  that  section  are 
rapidlv  driftiii;j-  back  to  the  idea-,  up. 
on  this  »iuestion  oi  Henry  Clay  and 
of  the  old  Whig  party  of  the  South. 

"It  was  the  doctrine  of  protection 
that  made  West  Virginia  as  solidly 
RepubUcan  as  is  the  Keystone  State.

Missouri  and  Kentucky  Republican 
and  that  has  created  the  magnilicenl 
Republican  armies  in  Tennessee  and 
North  Carolina,  which,  at  no  distant 
day,  will  lead  them  also  into  the  Re- 
publican column. 

"I  beg  my  Republican  brethren  of 
the  N..rtli  to  c.>ii~i,i,T  iU\<  piui^^c  ,,f 
'the  quefc;tion  which,  in  ray  judgment, 
is  not  only  |>i)litic  to  do,  hut  their 
duty  to  do,  in  dealii^;  with  the  indus- 
tries of  die  Soutli — not  Uie  'New 
South,'  as,  ^ome  gentlemen  have  term- 
ed it,  but  the  'Old  South.'  emerging 
from  the  prejudices  and  passions  en- 
irendered  by  the  war  and  the  ques- 
tions prect'ding  it.  and  getting  back 
to  her  old  status  again.

TROOPS  GUARD  FIRE 
RAVA6E0  DISTRICT 


Fort  Worth,  Tex.,  Sutfers  Two 
Million  Dollar  Loss. 


Fort  Worth,  Tex.,  April  5.— State 

troops  continue  lo  guard  the  burned 
district  in  South  Fort  Worth  to  pre- 
vent looting.  A  relief  committee  was 
named,  but  because  of  the  fact  that 
the  burned  residence  district  was  pop- 
ulated largely  by  thoee  in  comfortable 
circumstances  the  monetary  relief 
needed  is  small. 

To  a  party  of  small  boys  and  a  care- 
lessly thrown  cigaret  is  generally 
credited  the  fire,  which  destroyed 
property  valued  at  $2,000,000,  caused 
the  death  of  one  man,  J.  J.  Newton,  a 
bank  employe,  the  serious  injury  of 
six  others,  rendered  300  families 
homeless  and  will  cause  the  tempo- 
rary idleness  of  several  iiundred 
workmen  employed  in  the  manufao- 
turing  plants  and  baetaeaa  hoaeea- 
burned. 

The  fife  originated  in  a  barn  near 
the  comer  of  Peteramith  street  and 
Jennings  avenue.  Driven  by  a  gale 
blowing  from  the  aoutliwest,  the 
flames  quickly  tvntA  to  adjoiaing 
buildings. 

After  eating  its  way  through  the 
residence  district  and  reducing  to 
ashes  300  pretentious  dwellings, 
tliree  churches  and  the  Walker  sani- 
tarium, the  flames  attaCkad  the  man- 
ufacturing plant  of  the  Sawyer  Elec- 
trical company.

lie.  The  committee  systematically 
gathered  current  press  reports  ttt  ai> 
leged  nadae  palltleal  activity  aaC 
sifting  oat  the  more  ssrioaa  accaea 
tlons  through  correspondeace  wHk  tka 
parties  involved  and  l)y  detailed  In- 
quiry into  the  circ  umstances,  soticht 
to  determine  tin-  truth. 

The  eoiK  lusions  of  the  commlttea 
are  that  tlie  charges  to  a  great  extent 
are  sustained.  A  notable  exception  is 
reported  in  ilic  allegations  made  dur- 
ing tlie  lag:  campaign  to  tlie  effect 
that  .Mr.  Roosevelt  coerce-d  certain 
federal  ofBceholders  into  the  -tupport 
of  Mr.  Taft  for  the  Republican  nomi- 
nation. With  his  permission  the  lists 
of  the  president's  appointments  for  a 
consid(>raljh'  period  prior  to  the  na- 
tional convtMition  were  scanned  by 
the  rommit'ee.  which  finds  that  the 
evidence  lo  sustain  th€  charge  is 
wholly  lacking.  On  the  contrary.  Mr. 
Roosevelt  is  credited  with  having  ad- 
vanced the  cause  of  civil  service  re- 
form l)y  so  amending  the  civil  service 
ruh's  as  to  prohibit  employes  ia  the 
competitive  .service  from  tlkflj  PWt 
in  political  campaigns. 

On  the  broad  questions  of  per- 
nicious activity  in  politics  of  federal 
of^iceliolders,  however,  the  committee 
finds  that  a  most  undesirable  situation 
exists.  Of  the  more  than  300.000  fed- 
eral officeholders,  one-third  ire  not 
amenabletocivil  service  classiHcation. 
These  officers  often  exercise  a  i>ow*>r- 
ful  influence  in  politics  and  ( onsti- 
tute,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee, 
a  menace  to  free  institutions.  The 
remedy  is  to  be  found,  the  committee 
believes.  In  an  extension  of  the  rlas- 
siiled  competitive  service  and  a  clear- 
er definition  of  the  executive  order 
governing  political  activity  in  the  un- 
cials, fu'd  service.  It  is  also  suggested 
that  the  civil  service  commission  or 
some  other  l>ody  free  of  departmental 
dictation  be  empowered  to  iavestigata 
cases  arlalag  aaiar  tiM 
der.

The  postmaster,  taking  up  the  di- 
rected, stamped  and  sealed  envelope, 

writes  aeross  the  comer  of  the  en- 
velope a  full  explanation  of  the  mat- 
ter reeitiiiij:  that  it  was  leeeived  from 
Mr.  So-and-so  at  a  certain  place, 
asking  that  the  postmaster  drop  it  in- 
to the  mail  as  originating  at  that  par- 
ticular jurisdiction.

When  the  fir.-l  warm  days  of  spi^ng 
begin  tp  cast  their  sunshine  over  our 
ttpftheni  worjd,  a  few  brave  dande- 
lioUta  creep  ont  to  enjoy  the  warmth. 
Here  arid  there  through  the  meadows 
their  golden  disc  is  seen,  as  complcte- 
lonie  Us  if  they  weie  native  in 
the  >oil.    This,  however,  they  are  nol, 
having  come  with    our  lorefathers 
from  tlie  old    world.    Their  .  name 
shows  the  Norman  influence  on  our 
language,  for,  it  ia  an  abreviatieh  of 
dent-4'e-lion,  the  French  foi  lion's 
tooth.    It  is  thought  that  the  name 
was  given  because     l!ic  medicinal 
properti^  of  its  root  were  as  great 
as  those  of  the  lion*s  toofh,  which  iii 
time  long  pft«t  was  eonsiderod  su- 
perior to  a  cure-all  patent  medieina 
It's  scientific  name  is  taraxaciim> and 
it  belongs  to  the  great  family  of  com- 
p«)>iles,  to  which  family  belong  the 
snnHower,   chrysanthemums,  daisies, 
asters,  and  many  others  ranging  in 
size  from  forest  trees  which  gaaw.  on 
San  Juan  Femandea  (Selkirk's,  or 
better  known  as  Robinson  Crusoe's 
island,)  to  the  wee,  crimson-tipped 
laisy,  which  the  poet  Burns  turned 
tuider  with  his  plow  .-hare.    The  fam- 
ily of  conipositae  is  mie  of  the  largest 
if  not  the  largest  of  plant  families, 
having  representatives  in  eveiy  con- 
tinent.   Of  these,  the  dandelion,  has 
become  the  most  widely  distributed 
pecies,  hnng  found  all  over  Kurasia. 
Australia  and  North  Ameri<'a,  from 
lilt-  Aictic  circle  to  the  torrid  zone. 
As  soon  as  frost  leaves  tJie  ground, 
dandelion's  roots  get  busy;  first  a 
spray  of  green  and  much  cut  leaves 
is  thrown  out;  soon  after  come  the 
flower  heads,  nestlitig  close  to  (he 
ground,  until  warm  weather  truly 
comes.   wliereni)o!i   they   >hoot  (heir 
hollow    stems   upward    sometimes  a 
foot  or  more  before  the  bloom  has 
ripi^ned.    Qradaally  the  brave  little 
yellow  petals  fade  and  fall^  making 
way  for  the  pappus,  a  fluffy  devel- 
opment of  the  stigma,  by  which  the 
cute  little  seed  babies  will  be  picked 
up  by  the  first  wind,  as  if  they  were 
endowed   with  angel's     wint;<.  and 
wafted  away  to> a  new  land  to  grow 
up  with  the  country.  ' 

The  dandelion  offers  many  pleas- 
urea  to  childhood.  The  flower  after 
it  has  grown  old  and  gray  headed, 
is  pulled  by  the  children,  who  break 
the  stem  off  close  to  the  ground. 
First  they  blow  the  down  ofl"  to  tell 
what  time  it  is.  If  blown  off.  with 
one  breath,  it^  one  o'clock;  how- 
ever, it  usually  ftafi^  jAbdbt  four, 
wherefore  it  is  called  "four.'o'ciook.*' 
The  longest  stalks,  when  blown 
through,  make  q-ueer  littFe  noi>e-. 
considered  sweet  unisic  by  childish 
hearts,  to  whom  all  things  are  good; 
and  the  shorter  ones  make  glorious 
(  hains,  link  after  link,    and  other

placed  in 

water,  makes  curl-,  with  which  dolly's 
head  is  proudly  adoineil.  In  grown- 
up ati'airs  the  !  ..;  t.skes  part 
as  a  delicious  salad  and  pot  herb; 
and  its  root  has  real  medical  virtue. 

In  wet  weather  the  stalks  of  il^ 
downy  head  crowd  closely  togethei 
so  as  to  keep  fnmi  being  blown  oi 
knocked  off;  thus  insuring  their  re- 
lease only  on  a  di^duy  when  they 
can  fly.  Many  parts  of  the  plant 
are  covered  with  thick  fur,  Kke  ani- 
mals are,  so  as  to  protect  it  from  the 
cold;  and  it  protects  itself  from  the 
heat  by  eloaing  up  whea  the  sun  be- 
comes oppressive.  Thus  it  is  a  good 
barometer  showing  when  the  atmos- 
phere is  damp,  and  a  thermometer 
showing  how  hot  ft  is.  In  the  old 
country  Utey  have  a  saying  thut  if 
the  dowB  fliea  off  the  dandelion  when 
there  ia  no  wind  it  is  a  sure  sign  of 
rain,  -in^wpite  o#it!*-€arly  spring  hab- 
its, and  its  gorgeous  golden  color,  il 
does  not  find  the  place  iu  poetry  that 
many  less,  showy  flowers  do.  One 
verse  comes  to  me  which  will  appeal 
to  everyone  wk9  was  esvea  a  school 
boy  and  with  it  this  essay  must  close :

Booth  was  ^tl•u(•k  in  the  lifjlit 
side  of  the  face  and  iiead  and  it  is 
feared  that  he  will  lo>e  the  n^e  of  his 
left  ear  as  the  drum  was  penetrated 
by  several  pieces  of  the  shot.  Mat- 
thews was  arrested  y^terday  morn- 
ing by  Patrolmen  Hall  and  Sloan,  at^ 
his  resideiHse'iAo«t;iliMe''iittle8  frmn 
the  city. 

Ai'ioivlintr  to  the  ^toi  v  told  to  the 
police  by  Booth  the  company  bought 
the  right  of  way  from  Matthews  for 
their  road  when  it  was  first  built.
